“The shells are coming in from four 
directions. Half the buildings are in 
ruins or burned down,” the head of the 
village, Vakha Eldarkhanoy, told the 
ITAR-Tass news agency. 

The Russian military said eight 
Russian soldiers were killed in Gekhi. 
There was no word on rebel losses. 

Russia’s commander in Chechnya, 
Lt. Gen. Vyacheslav Tikhomirov, 
launched the offensive after the 
Chechens failed to meet his ultimatum 
to hand over prisoners and account for 
cease-fire violations. 

Both sides have accused each other 
of violating the cease-fire, signed in 
May, and another accord on Russian 
troop withdrawal and rebel disarma- 
ment. 

In Moscow, Prime Minister Viktor 
Chernomyrdin said the Russian offen- 
sive neither violated the cease-fire nor 
disrupted the peace process. He said 
Russian forces are “just bringing some 
of the impudent rebels to their senses.” 

More than 30,000 people, mostly 
civilians, have died since Yeltsin sent 
in troops to crush Chechnya’s inde- 
pendence bid 19 months ago. 

A new poll released Wednesday 
showed an increasing number of 
Russians think Russia should give the 
republic independence. 

The Mnenie polling service said 57 
percent of the 1,002 people surveyed 


support withdrawing troops from 
Chechnya and allowing it to become 
independent. This is up from 45 per- 
cent in May and 47 percent in 
February. The polls have a margin of 


error of 3 percentage points. 

An international mediator said the 
rebels were still willing to sit down at 
the negotiating table, despite the 
offensive.

Netanyahu’s speech mixed pledges to continue 
pursuing peace with Israel’s Arab neighbors, 
with demands that the Arabs do more to make 
the region secure from terrorist attacks. 

“We cannot, we dare not forget that more men, 
women and children have lost their lives to ter- 
rorist attacks in the last three years, than in the 
entire previous decade,” he said. 

“We are ready to resume negotiations with the 
Palestinian Authority,” said Netanyahu, adding 
that his newly formed government also was pre- 
pared to “engage Syria and Lebanon in mean- 
ingful negotiations.” 

But on this, his first visit to the United States 
as prime minister, Netanyahu made it clear his 
approach to the negotiations was far different 
than that of his predecessors, Yitzhak Rabin and 
Shimon Peres. 

He called for a “code of conduct for building a 
lasting Middle East peace” and said that security 


was an essential element. 

“Nearly all the terrorist acts against us are per- 
petrated by known organizations whose activi- 
ties can be curbed, if not stopped altogether, by 
our negotiating partners,” he said. 

“This means that our negotiating partners, and 
indeed all the regimes of the regiori, must make 
a strategic choice: Either follow the option of 
terror as an instrument of diplomacy or follow 
the option of peace,” he said. “They cannot have 
it both ways.” 

When he spoke of Jerusalem, Netanyahu said 
there had been efforts to “redivide this city by 
those who claim that peace can come through 
division.” 

He went on to say that “this is a groundless 
and dangerous assumption and it impels me to 
declare today: There will never be such a redivi- 
sion of Jerusalem.” 

At that point Republicans and Democrats rose 
to their feet applauding.

There was a somewhat more partisan response 
when he said, “We are committed to turning 
Israel’s economy into a free market of goods 
and ideas.” 

The Republican side of the chamber stood and 
applauded, joined by some but not all 
Democrats. 

After the speech, Netanyahu had lunch with 
members of Congress and later several said they 
were favorably impressed by the prime minister. 

“This man, he speaks English with no accent,” 
said Rep. Donald Manzullo, R-Ill. “He seems 
like one of us.” 

Netanyahu went to high school in suburban 
Philadelphia and received undergraduate and 
graduate degrees from Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

Rep. Matt Salmon, R-Ariz., said he was 
impressed by Netanyahu’s pledge to lower 
taxes, deregulate Israel’s economy and reduce 
the size of its government.

As fires blaze their trails through 
central and southern Utah, fire offi- 
cials continue to urge caution while 
fire indicators for the state reach all- 
time highs in what may be some of 
the worst fire conditions in state his- 
tory. 

“Record-high temperatures and low 
humidities during late May and early 
June have resulted in conditions we 
would not normally see until late July 
or mid-August,” said State Forester 
Art DuFault. “The combination of 
weather and heavy fuel loads have set 
the stage for extreme fire danger for 
most areas of the state,” he said. 

The Utah County Fire Marshal 
along with the Utah State Department 
of Natural Resources and the Uinta 
and Wasatch-Cache National Forests 
are taking measures to control the 
fires. 

The Utah County Fire Marshal, Tom 
E. Wroe, said he “deems the fire haz- 
ard to be extremely high and to con- 
stitute a threat to life and property.” 

Extremely dry conditions and poten- 
tial fire threats are causing fire offi- 
cials to send warnings to residents 
and visitors.

“We're asking everyone to be care- 
ful with fire, especially fireworks,” 
DuFault said. “We’ve been real lucky 
so far. There have been no serious 
injuries or fatalities.”

Yeltsin reiterates

“Russia has every opportunity: to 
bring reforms to a successful finish in 
conditions of peace and order, and we 
shall not lose this chance,” Yeltsin 
said in a television address outlining 
his plans for a second term. ; 

The president spoke a day after offi- 
cial results were released from the 
July 3 presidential runoff, in which he 
defeated Communist candidate 
Gennady Zyuganov. 

Pledging to reshuffle and streamline 
the government, Yeltsin said he has 
only one candidate in mind to head it 
— the current prime minister. 

“We need a strong government,” he 
said. “J think it must be headed by 
Viktor Stepanovich Chernomyrdin. It 
must consist of professionals. It must 
include competent, fresh people with 
initiative.” 

The nomination was a formality,. 
since the president has already said 
Chernomyrdin will remain prime 
minister. 

The two have held discussions in 
recent weeks with leaders of virtually 
all major parties in the presidential 
race. 

“I’m not against including represen- 
tatives of one or another party in the 
government, but there’s one condition 
— they must forget about their party 
affiliation,” said Yeltsin. 

Hard-line lawmakers have demand- 
ed a coalition government. 

One, Sergei Baburin, called on par- 
liament Wednesday to reject any 
“one-party Cabinet.” fi 

The 65-year-old Yeltsin spoke res- 
olutely during his five-minute speech 
and seemed to be in good shape. 

He has not appeared in public for 
more than two weeks except in taped 
Kremlin footage, giving rise to old 
fears about his health. 

A top aide, Viktor Ilyushin, said 
Wednesday that Yeltsin will spend 
most of the time before the Aug. 9 
inauguration in Moscow, and his 
health is no “cause for concern.” 

Yeltsin himself, who is prone to 
reclusive moods, said he was not 
going to rest on his laurels and forget 
his campaign promises. 

The president promised to continue 
economic reforms — with changes 
aimed at stimulating growth and 
improving living standards. 

“The course of reforms will be con- 
tinued, but economic policy demands 
serious corrections,” he said. 

“Industries must be given a second 
wind, factories must have orders-and ~ 
people must have work,” Yeltsin said. 

“We must ensure a rise in every ~ 
Russian family’s living standards. I ~ 
see this as my main task.” 

Yeltsin acknowledged that the tight 
presidential race was an important 
lesson for him — showing his:own 
mistakes and Russia’s suffering’ dur- 
ing harsh economic and social 
changes. } 

“Life for many people remains hard, 
very hard,” he said. we 

Yeltsin also promised to make the 
fight against corruption and crime’a _ 
top priority, and has made several 
appointments to that end. “ 

He made Alexander Lebed, a blunt 
ex-general who ran for president on a 
tough law-and-order platform, the 
head of the national Security Council. 

On Wednesday, Yeltsin approved 
Lebed’s plan for fighting crime in 
Moscow. 

Also on Wednesday, Nikolai 
Kovalyov, the new chief of the 
KGB’s main successor agency, the 
Federal Security Service, announced 
his top priority will be fighting cor- 
ruption. 

Kovalyov was appointed by Yeltsin 
this week.

Easterners evacuate as Bertha nears U.S. coast 


NASSAU, Bahamas — Bending trees to the ground and knocking out elec- 
tricity, Hurricane Bertha bashed the Bahamas with high winds and heavy rain 
Wednesday as it churned toward the U.S. coastline. 

Hundreds of thousands of Americans began evacuating coastal areas from 
Florida to North Carolina Wednesday, including two popular Outer Banks 
tourist islands off the North Carolina coast. 

Bertha left four dead in Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands before moving out 
of ‘the Caribbean. The body of Lilton Jones, a 35-year-old surfer from New 
York City, washed up this morning on a Puerto Rico beach. He disappeared 
Monday while challenging Bertha’s big waves. 

The hurricane brushed past the Turks and Caicos Islands and veered north- 
west through the Bahamas with winds today of 105 mph. Forecasters expect it 
to skirt the East Coast anywhere from northern Florida to Delaware, possibly 
hitting land later this week. 

Forecasters earlier thought Bertha would stay clear of the United States. 


_GOP more frugal than Democrats, study says 


WASHINGTON — Democrats spent more than Republicans and freshmen 
were more frugal than veteran lawmakers last year, according to a study 
Wednesday of House members’ office budgets. 

Overall spending on members’ offices — including staff salaries, postage, 
equipment purchases, district office rent and travel - totaled $341.8 million in 
1995, after the GOP took control. That’s down $6.8 million, or 2 percent, from 
1994. 

Topping the list was former Rep. Walter Tucker, D-Calif., who resigned from 
the House after his Dec. 8 conviction for taking bribes and cheating on his 
taxes while serving as mayor of Compton, Calif. He spent $883,931. 

However, the most frugal spender was a Democrat, Rep. Andy Jacobs of 
Indiana. He spent $494,041, or 58 percent of his allotment. 

On average, freshmen spent $34,620 less than their more senior colleagues. 


Canadian mining officials barred from U.S. 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration said today it will bar entry 
into the United States to officers and shareholders of a Canadian mining com- 
pany that has investments in Cuba. 

State Department spokesman Nicholas Burns declined to identify the compa- 
ny, But other sources who spoke on condition of anonymity said it was Sherritt 
International Corp., which mines nickel and cobalt in eastern Cuba. 

Ih addition to top officers and shareholders, spouses and minor children also 
are affected. All told, the sources said letters were sent to nine persons by the 
administration informing them of the action. 

The action, which becomes effective in six weeks, was taken under terms of 
newly ratified legislation that seeks to punish firms which invest in property in 
Cuba that was confiscated from Americans. 


Skull Valley and Terra fires not advancing 


SALT LAKE CITY — Firefighters have gained the upper hand on two fires 
that threatened the small western Utah town of Terra and the nearby Skull 
Valley Indian Reservation, burning 36,000 acres. 

Although firefighters had to deal with whirlwinds and lower humidity on 
Wednesday, the fires did not advance, said Jane Pennell, a fire information offi- 
cer at the Army’s Dugway Proving Ground. The fires were burning west of the 
Army base and about 60 miles southwest of Salt Lake City. 

The blaze was started by lightning on Monday and by that night, threatened 
the 28 homes in and around Terra and some structures on the nearby Indian 
reservation. Several dozen residents of Terra who had been evacuated Monday 
returned to their homes the next day. 

By Wednesday morning, fire crews had the: Davis-Knolls blaze 60 percent 
contained and predicted it would be under full control by Friday evening. 

Meanwhile, fire crews were working toward full control of the 4,500-acre 
blaze near the Skull Valley Goshute Indian Reservation Wednesday evening. 
The fire there, 10 miles to the north of the Davis-Knolls fire, destroyed a corral 
but did not threaten other structures.

Dole campaign contributor _.., 


to pay $6 million in fines

BOSTON — A former vice chair of 
Bob Dole’s campaign finance com- 
mittee agreed Wednesday to pay a 
record $6 million in fines for funnel- 
ing illegal contributions through his 
employees to the Dole camp and 
other political causes. 

If the plea agreement entered by 
Simon C, Fireman is approved by a 
federal judge as expected, it would be 
by far the largest penalty in U.S. his- 
tory for illegal campaign contribu- 
tions. 

Fireman, the owner of Aqua-Leisure 
Industries, was accused of getting 
employees of his company to make 
contributions and then reimbursing 
them through a cash flume running to 
Hong Kong and then back to the 
United States. 

He allegedly used $120,000 to reim- 
burse employees for contributions to 
the Dole campaign, the 1992 Bush- 
Quayle campaign, the Republican 
National Committee and Democratic 
Rep. Joseph P. Kennedy II’s 1993 
campaign for Congress. 

U.S. Attorney Donald Stern said 
there was no evidence that any of the 
campaigns or committees knew about 
the scheme and no one else was 
expected to be prosecuted. 

The Dole campaign said the illegal 
contributions would be given to the 
USS. Treasury.

Heavy metal sculpture goes on displde

Did you ever think BYU would 
allow heavy metal on campus? It will 
starting tonight until Sept. 21 as the 
Museum of Art features metal sculp- 
tures by one of America’s renowned 
metal sculptors. 

“Albert S. Paley is the foremost 
metal sculptor in the United States 
today,’ said Herman du Toit, curator 
at the Museum of Art and organizer of 
the exhibition. 

The exhibition will open tonight 
with a free reception from 7 to 9, du 
Toit said. Paley himself will give a 
lecture in the Asian Gallery at 8 p.m. 

“No other artist has demonstrated so 
dramatically and with such verve, 
mastery of forged and formed steel 
over such a short period of time,’ du 
Toit said. 

BYU is the first western museum to 
host Paley’s collections, du Toit said. 

“To the art world, Albert Paley is as 
big as it gets,” said Neil Hadlock, pro- 
fessor of sculpture at BYU. “It’s like 
having Michael Jordan come here.” 

All of Paley’s sculptures were creat- 
ed this year, du Toit said. Four of 
them were made expressly for the 
exhibition at the Museum of Art. 

The major works that will be fea- 
tured include: Continuum, Apollo, 
Sanctuary, Penumbra, Equilibrium, 
Cascade and Fracture, du Toit said. 

Paley is a fabricator, Hadlock said. 
He takes pre-made pieces of iron, 
bronze and other metals and welds 
and/or bolts them together. 

“My sculpture installations have 
always dealt not only with the physi- 
cality of materials and the articulation 
of space, but with architectural con- 
text and ambiance,” Paley said. 

“Within any compositional 
approach, one is always dealing with 
order and chaos,” Paley said. 
“Paradox, as exemplified by my work 
in steel, is fundamental.” 


Paley has received numerous awards 
and honors including the Design in 
Steel Award from the Iron and Steel 
Institute of America, du Toit said. His 
work can be seen around the world, 
including the acclaimed Smithsonian 
Institute. 

“Paley began his formative years as 
one of America’s foremost jewelry 
designers,” du Toit said. This served 
as a good apprenticeship to his sculpt- 
ing. 

Paley’s sculptures are immense, 
Hadlock said. It took four semis to

40 corpses unearthed 
in Bosnian mass grave

CERSKA, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
Last year, the Muslim enclave of 
Srebrenica fell to the Serbs. This 
week, two events mark the conquest. 

In the city itself, Serbs prepared to 
celebrate the anniversary of their vic- 
tory with a folk dancing festival. 
Twenty miles away, investigators dug 
up the rotting bodies of Muslims 
killed as they fled. 

More than 40 bodies, many with 
parts missing, had been excavated by 
Wednesday afternoon near Cerska, 17 
miles northwest of Srebrenica. U.N. 
war crimes tribunal investigators who 
began digging Monday said they were’ 
about half done. 

Dozens of other suspected mass 
graves dot the region. More than 
6,000 people, mostly men, remain 
missing a year after Serbs seized the 
town. Some were believed mowed 
down while they fled and others died 
in mass executions reported by sur- 
Vivors. 

Investigators at Cerska have sur- 
mised that Bosnian Serbs lined up the 
Muslims on a dirt road and opened 
fire, pushing the bodies over an 
embankment and covering them with 
soil. 

Reporters were kept behind con- 
certina wire on Wednesday, away 
from the immediate dig site but close 
enough to see the jumble of bodies 
found by investigators scraping away 
the top of a 9-foot-deep embankment 
that stretched 30 yards. 

Some of the remains were lying face 
down, clothed in blue or dirty white; 
one skeleton wore green rubber boots. 

Forensic experts used fine brushes 
to gingerly move dirt away from the 
body parts. A foot and part of a leg 
stuck out of the top of the embank- 
ment, apparently belonging to a last 
victim to fall over it. 

More than 40 red flags marked the 
places where skulls or pieces of skulls 
had been found. As bodies were 
unearthed, they were covered with 
black plastic sheeting to protect them 
from the sun. 

Empty cartridges were found at the 
site. Forensics expert William 
Haglund said the positions of the bod- 
ies indicated they had rolled down the 
bank, but it was impossible to say 
whether the victims’ hands were tied. 

“We have exposed individual 
hands,” he said. “Some of them — we 
know where the arms are. Some of 
them — we don’t.” 

As the third day of digging neared 
an end, Serbs in Srebrenica prepared a 
starkly different commemoration — a 
folk dancing festival — to mark one 
of their greatest victories of the war. 

After Bosnia seceded from 
Yugoslavia, Serbs who rebelled 
against the Muslim-led government 
quickly seized most of eastern 
Bosnia, except for isolated, Muslim-

The Muslims there held out against 
a Serb siege for years, assisted by 
humanitarian aid from U.N. peace- 
keepers. 

When Serbs finally took the enclave, 
they sought revenge for what they 
said was a Muslim slaughter of hun- 
dreds of Serbs in neighboring vil- 
lages. 

Relatives of Serb soldiers killed in 
the fighting for Srebrenica were 
expected at Thursday’s festivities, 
along with senior Bosnian Serb gener- 
als and politicians. But Bosnian Serb 
leader Radovan Karadzic and his mil- 
itary commander, Gen. Ratko Mladic, 
would be ely to risk an appear- 
ance. 

Both have been indicted by the war 
crimes tribunal for their alleged roles 
in planning and executing the mas- 
sacres. 

Testimony at the tribunal in The 
Hague, Netherlands, has put Mladic at 
the scene. 

While NATO forces have been 
guarding U.N. investigators at Cerska. 
Finnish investigators at a mass grave 
site without NATO escorts were 
forced to abort their excavation 
Tuesday. 

The Bosnian Serbs failed to keep 
promises to provide security, said 
Alexander Ivanko, a spokesinan for 
U.N. civilian police in Bosnia, and 
without such guarantees, the work 
would be too dangerous to proceed. 

The Finnish team, cooperating with 
the U.N. Center for Human Rights, 
was excavating bodies from a mass 
grave at Kravice, about 10 miles west 
of Srebrenica. They were escorted 
only by unarmed U.N. police moni- 
tors. 

In other news the five-nation group 
pressing for peace in Bosnia agreed 
Wednesday in London that Karadzic 
must be removed from power and 
brought to trial. 

Officials from the United States, 
France, Britain and Germany and an 
observer from Russia said Bosnian 
Serbs and the Serbian government in 
Belgrade bear “prime responsibility” 
for getting Karadzic before the war 
crimes tribunal.

Woman endures 
3 days trapped 
in stalled elevator

HONG KONG — A Hong Kong 
grandmother survived three days 
trapped in a broken elevator, emerg- 
ing hungry, thirsty, tired and vowing 
never to take an elevator alone again. 

Fan Ah-hoo, 80, set off for a morn- 
ing walk Saturday, taking the elevator 
from her 14th floor apartment in 
western Kowloon. There was a loud 
noise, followed by black smoke. 

And then nothing. For 60 hours. 
Even though she pressed the alarm, 
called for help and banged on the 
door with her walking stick. 

“I simply waited and waited without 
thinking of anything. I did not even 
know the time because I do not wear a 
watch,” she told the Hongkong 
Standard newspaper. 

The South China Morning Post said 
other residents in Mrs. Fan’s apart- 
ment block kept using three other 
unbroken elevators, unaware that she 
was trapped in the fourth. Technicians 
freed her Monday night. 

“I will not take the lift again on my 
own,” Mrs. Fan told the Morning 
Post. 

Her daughter-in-law, Lai Yuk, said 
the family looked for the missing 
grandmother. 

“We thought she might have taken a 
wrong bus and gone to another dis- 
trict. We never thought she was so 
close,” Lai told the Standard.

There are 26 programs in the series, and 13 
more are being planned and reviewed to be aired 
in late 1996.
